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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) received on 9/24/2003, is acknowledged. 
The submission is in compliance with the provision of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person siciiled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In claim 1, the 
disclosure does not describe the blades in register therewith minus the peak to peak amplitude of 
the reciprocating oscillation. This limitation was presented in the claims filed 4/29/2003 and 
yet only on page 3 of application's specification, lines 31-32 does mention "the oscillation of the 
blade in its guide plane". However, it does not disclose that this content is based on the blade 
reciprocating oscillation as is now claimed. Clarification is requested. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is unclear from the specification whether the lateral edges of the blades is 
referred back to "two side edges" as recited in line 3. 

Claim 1, line 6, it is not clear whether "the blade" is part of the invention.
